cans denouncing theso districts, but, 
ott'tho contrary,' agents tire cmploved 
to induce emigrants to go there; and 
so on through Utah and Nevada. 
Nothing in sight but a cheerless waste; 
no improvement beyond a few houses 
at the railway station. Vet, travel as 
you may, converse with whom you 
[dense among the Americans, you meet; 
with no man who denounces his coun-j 
try. They' are always ready to point 
out the advantages each State possesses. 
Not so with gentlemen of the Opposi- 
tion. If I were nn agent sent out to 
promote- emigration to the United 
•States, I would ask no better argument 
than to take up thr> Hansard, as it 
will appear in a few weeks from this, 
with the speeches of the lion, gentle- 
men opposite, and send their state- 
ments broadcast throughout the world. 

Our poor little Province has to come 
in for her share. Oar people went out 
there to better their condition by gold- 
liunting, and. therefore, are not deserv- 
ing of consideration. I beg lion, gen- 
tlemen to remember thnt those of us 
who first settled there did much to 
create the good, wholesome Canadian 
sentiment that resulted in our joining 
the Dominion and giving her an out- 
let on the Pacific, without which, her 
North- West would have been of little 
value. Wo knew that Canada would, 
one day, be a large and influential 
nation, and we hoped and desired to 
be a part and parcel 1 of her as such; 
but the gentleman who claims to bo 
the, eminent defender of public mora- 
lity wills it not. "If she is not rea- 
sonable let her go," is the argument 
used. "We havo made a bad bargain 
and must stand by it if we wish to be 
honest;" "but we have made a bad 
bargain, and, therefore, must break it." 
If it is not repudiation; if this putting 
off docs not mcaii breaking the Terms 
entered into- with British Columbia, 
what else is it. We know that, nine 
years ago, British Columbia entered 
into this union with the distinct un- 
derstanding that the Pacific Railway 
should be built in the course of ten 
years from that time. Now, Sir, the 
ten years have nearly rolled by, and 
not one foot of that road, which was 
promised to British Columbia, and up T 
oh the promise of which she entered 
into the Confederacy, has been builti 
And now that an effort is being made; 
now that a policy has been propound- 
ed- by the present Administration for 
carrying out the work for the benefit 
of the whole Dominion, as well as for 
British. Columbia; now that the lion, 
gentlemen who occupy the Treasury 
Benches have hit upon a scheme for 
carrying the work into execution; now 
that they have adopted and propose to 
carry out this grand scheme — a scheme 
that the hon. gontlemen opposite 
would have given their eye-teeth to 
have dreamt of —those hon. gentlemen 
try to throw discredit .on it at onco, 
and endeavour to knock it on the head 
— they did that in antagonism to a for- 
mer scheme, which would have saved 
the country many millions of dollars; 
now that the hoi:, gentlemen who now 
carry on the Government hfc.u v»uip- 
ed the whole affair clean out of their 
hands, they say we are going to be 
ruined entirely by the policy which is 
being adopted, and they seek to einbar- 

I rass it by discrediting the country in 
the eyes of the world. An lion, gen- 
tlemen on this sido of the House took 
a manly position; knowing the advan- 
tages of a Pacific Province to the Do- 
minion, he defended the Province of 
British Columbia. His speech was 
a credit to the llouso and the country; 
and I take it that the people of British 
Columbia will understand that their 
best thanks are due to' that hon. gen- 
tleman, the hon. member for Card well 
(Mr. White), for his very able defence 
of that Province on the floor of this 
House, and for the effective manner 

. .in, which he repelled that tirade of 
abuse from the other side. In looking 
over a copy of the Bystander I find 
that Mr. Goldwin Smith, in speaking 
of an act of Mr. Blako's, said: "It is 
written on a disastrous and somewhat 
inglorious page of Canadian history." 
May we not ask whether that hon. 
gentleman has not, in moving this 
Resolution of repudiation, added an- 
other ."inglorious" page to Canadian 
history. Another pago of that book 
says: "Mr. Blake is our most eminent 
defender of public morals." I would 
like to know, after the debate of the 
hist four or five days, what position in 
history that great defender of public 
morals will take. It may not be .im- 
moral to place it before the members 
of this House, and ask a vote on it,- 
hut every, fact of his, in connection 
with the British v Columbia difficulty, 
points to the fact that expediency and 



not morality governs him. But when 
the terms of Eritish Columbia first 
failed, he thought the Ministry of that 
time had better offer us something for 
its non-fulfilruont, and an offer was 
mado accordingly. It contained one 
particular clause. I do not know who 
drew up tho document, but tho hon. 
member for West Durham (Mr. Blako) 
was the Ministor of Justice, perhaps 
ho did. There was one clause which 
it was impossible . to understand: tho 
question was, whether the $750,000 
offered was for the abandonment of 
the Railway term or in compensation 
for delays that had taken place. It is 
most extraordinary how a highly moral 
man, a great "dofender of our public 
morals/' could endeavour to foist on a 
"miserable handful of people," with 
probably not a constitutional lawyer 
in the land, a document that contained 
such ambiguous language. Tho hon. 
gentlemen from West Durham has 
made it plain in his speech, for he has 
asserted most positively, that the $750- 
000 was intended as compensation for 
all delays past and to come. It suit- 
ed the hon, gent lemon to say that dur- 
ing this debate, for it places his party 
in a better position; but how did 
he advise Lord DuO'erin to oxplain 
the offer to our people. His Lordship's 
words were these: 

"Now, here again I will not touch 
upon tho irritating controversies which 
havo circled round .this particular stop 
in these transactions. I am well 
aware, that you consider this offer to 
have been made under conditions of 
which you have reason to complain. 
If this has been the case it is most un- 
fortunate, but still, whatever may have 
been the sinister incidents connected 
with the past, the one solid fact re- 
mains that the Canadian Government 
lias offered you §750,000 in lieu of tho 
Railway. * *•*•* * This sum may 
be inadequate, but still I may mention 
to you the principle upon which this 
sum has been arrived at under tho 
Nanaimo and Esquimalt Railway Bill,, 
whoso rejection by the Senato wo have 
been discussing, Canada was to contri- 
bute a bonus of $10,000 a mile. The 
total distance is seventy miles, conse- 
quently, the $750,000 is nothing more 
or less than the bonus converted into a 
lump sum." 

The House will readily see that the 
two statements are wholly irreconcil- 
able. It was complained this evoning 
that British Columbia had no faith in 
the former Government, that they 
wanted "millions poured into their own 
laps." What faith could bo placed in 
a party who could send a document 
like that, and endeavour to entrap us 
into accepting s. trifling sum in liou of 
the non-fulfilment of these Terms. In 
refusing that $750,000, I think we 
showed distinctly that it was not for 
money considerations that we formed 
tho connection with Canada. Our. de- 
sire to enter the Union was both a pro- 
per and patriotic ono. We looked on 
Canada as a progressive country, about 
to establish herself a nation, that could 
afford to sustain tho dignity of a na- 
tion — a country that would, if she un- 
dertook- an agreement, carry it out 
faithfully, and we looked, naturally, to 
the country of our birth as the proper 
country to ally ourselves with. I am 
satisfied, whothor we get this railway 
or not, wo should have accepted the 
invitation to join this country. It is 
hardly fair, therefore, to charge us with 
being so anxious to obtain money as to 
be willing to take it-under any circum- 
stances. I would like to draw atten- 
tion to a document circulated, a copy 
of which has boen sont to each mem 
ber. Were. I asked for an .opinion, 1 
should say it was issued by tbo Opposi- 
tion. In describing the railway route, 
the author says : 

" From Yellow Head Pass to tho 
Pacific stretches tho enormous barren 
mass of the Rocky Mountains, rent 
asunder here and there by fearful 
chasms and terminating abruptly in 
the sea. The location having sur- 
mounted this formidable barrier at an 
elevation of -1000 feet, winds its gloomy 
way to the sea, through and along tho 
sides of these mountains which over- 
hang the water roaring beneath in the 
canons of the Thompson and Fraser 
Rivers." 

This string of nonsense was written 
by nn American engineer who professes 
to know a great deal of tho country. I 
have travelled, from tho Yellow Head 
Pass to the Pacific Ocean, and this de- 
scription's hot in any way. applicable 
to the country. From tho centre m of 
the mountains, down to the sea, 1 have 
travelled over the located line. So far 
from there being such tremendous diffi- 
culties, there is nothing of tho kind. 
There is not one engineering obstacle 
cr impediment to the road ; in no place 
do the roaring waters make more dis- 
turbance than the Chaudiere; there is 
no serious difficulty or impediment to 
the Railway... I contend that the figures 
reported to the hon. the Ministor of 
Railways, and by him announced to tho 
House, respecting tho cost .of construc- 
tion of the Railway between the sum- 
mit of the Rocky Mountains and Savo- 
na's Ferry, .are .far in excess of the cor- 
rect statement.. -The .country is com- 
paratively open and favorable to rail- 
way building.- It will prove a much 
lighter piece' of Lwork "than the hon. gen- 
tleman has any-. conception of. I felt 
it;my-.d.uty '-to'/defend British Columbia 
at. present ;. and to vinform the House 
that there is a larger quautity of arable 



land in it than supposed;, and that, 
with the assistanco.of -this Railway, it 
will becomo a considerable grain-grow- 
ing region. Instead of being regarded 
as a worthless country* it will yet bo 
considered as rich a Province as Cana- 
da possesses. Slie has within herself 
all the elements necessary ; her coal 
and iron ; her fish, her lumber, her 
gold, silver and copper, will ono day- 
place her among tho richest Provinces 
of this Canada of ours.

Forty tons of quartz woro worked In tho mill pro- 
ducing 103 ounces of bullion, which sold for $1250 07. 

Ooou and substantial buildings have been erected 
over all thu works. 

The directors arc of opinion that it Is advisable to 
sink tho shaft at least 200 ft. deopor beforo running 
any cross-drifts. To accomplish this It will be neces- 
sary to placo steam power on tho mine; they there- 
fore recommend that the funds of the Company be 
first dovoted to that purpose and that arrangomontt 
be mado for the purchase of engine and pumps of the 
requisito capacity and to place thcin on the ground 
with as little delay as possible. 

Tho Improvements made by thu Dominion Govern- 
ment In tho Cottonwood Canon will enable boatt 
capable of carrying machinery to reach a point within 
miles of the mine; a road thence to the mine could 
be constructed, which would enablo machinery to be 
placed on the ground at a reasonable cost.

The reports of the British inspectors of 
mines show that upwards of half a million 
poraons tiro engaged in this industry, 476,- 
810 in coal and 47,000 in metalliferous 
mines/ The output of coal last year was 
133,720,393 tons, being an increase of 
1,103,330 tons ovor tho previous year. 
The fatal aocidonta iu coal mining num- 
bered 782, and the deaths resulting 973, 
a diminution under tho lattor head of 440. 
Thore is one death by acoidont for every 
149)400 tons 'of coal raised. There is an 
incroase in tho" nurabor of persona em- 
ployed in tho coal mino3, but b. docreaao 
of 12 in the number of mines worked. 

Pwviaoial "Woollon . -Manufactures— 
o Have vro th.o JRaw Material? 

Editor of The Colonist — 
hen, in 1876-7. through the me- 
dium- of -your journal, I brought the 
subject of. a woollen mill for tho con- 
sumption of our home grown wool 
under publio notice, it was not with- 
•at fear that an industry so tamo and 
eommon-placry whon placed in com- 
pstion with ventures of a more exciting 
and speculative character, would not 
meet with that acceptance and approval 
which I think and am suro it deserves. 
TIiomj fears were unfortunately speedily 
realized, - when, before the quartz 
mania of 1877-8 woollen mills and 
other industries wero driven to the 
wall. I am glad to think, however, 
that the quartz excitements having 
cooled down, our citizens — merchants 
and capitalists— are now in a position to 
give to. this aud kindred industries that 
serious attention which they so well 
deserve. 

There can be- no doubt that our fu- 
ture prosperity depends on the wiso ap- 
propriation of capital and labor in 
utilizing the natural producs of our 
province, whether these products be 
gold, silver, iron, coal, tisb, lumber 
or wool, aud it is gratifying to know 
time some of thoso industries are prose- 
cuted profitably to those ongaged there- 
in, and with benefit also to the people 
at large.. But, sir, it is not to be for- 
gotten—for wo have much cause to ru- 
;Uimnber it— that speculation and gam- 
bling ventures, whether in raining or in 
. merchandise, in ^making haste to be 
rich," culminate generally in failure 
and disaster. It seems to ' bo a fixed 
rule, as regards ail haphazard and specu 
.lative undertakings, that, for the ones 
or the twos that may gain there are tens, 
aye, and hundreds that lose. 

But to return to my subject, having 
made it one of : much onquiry, permit 
mo again, through your paper, to 
make public Borne facts relative to wool 
len. manufactures which may help tow 
ards some practical result. 

First of all then, in order that the 
manufacture of woollen goods in Urn 
province may bo a successful and pro- 
fitable undertaking it is needful that the 
supply, of wool should be of provincial 
. growth; and also, of sufficient quantity 
to run a mil) all the time. 

From tho custom house returns wo 
get the following facts: ' 

1876 wool oxportcd . 33.9601b 

1877 " " 91,4371b 

1878 " " 78,60211) 

1879- % " .- 71,488tb 

1880 «* " 127,20011) 

These. returns show a very rapid in 
■ .crease in. the growth of wool. The re- 
turns for the fiscal year 1880 showing 
an increase of nearly 400 per cent, 
over the crop of 1876, and let it be 
• observed that to this 127,200 pounds 
tliero must be added a large percent- 
age of which no account whatever ap- 
pears on' tbo custom house record; so 
-that the yield for the late 6scal year 
would not fall short of 200,000 pounds. 
If, therefore, there has been during 
the- past five years so large an increase 
,iu the growth of wool and no woollen 
mill yet running in the province it is 
but a fair inference to suppo-.e that 
with this industry established in our 
midst there would be a vast impetus 
given to sheep raising and wool saving. 
The facts of tho case stand thus: during 
the .h'scal year ending 30th of June, 
1880, there has been shipped to 
America, England and elsewhere 
127,206 pounds of wool grown 
in this Province; a quanti y sufficient to 
produce about the same number of 
blankets as were imported into the 
Province duriug tbe fiscal year ending 
,30th June, 1880, as per Custom House 
- returns, viz.: 11,500 pair. Tho in- 
voice value being $21, 144.45, with a 
duty payable thereon within a fraction 
of 22 per cent. To cover duty and 
other charges 40 per cent at least would 
• be required to be added to the invoice 
Yalue, before tl o .o blankets could be 
.' placed in tho market for Bale, their cost 
being enhanced therebv, to nearlv$30,- 
000 for tho 11,500 pair.' The 
shippers of the 127,206 lbs. of the raw 
material would not net over 14 couts per 
pound, if so much, which would 
give for the wholo wool, exported dur- 
ing that year, $17,809 — the difference 
.between that sum and $30,000 is $12,- 
191, the amount which we have got 
to pay for. having this staple article of 
blankets inado out of our own home- 
grown wool by foreign manufacturers 
: and returned to us in blankets with a 
heavy customs duty payable thereon. 
. As regards the success of woollen 
manufactures in thi3 provinco, after 
mature consideration, tho probability 
—nay, tho -certainty — is, that, under 
judicious management, success would be 
the result.. , I have shown from the 
best authority that there 13 wool iu 
abundance grown in tho Province to 
run more than .one mill. -I have shown, 
also, tho large saving to tho Province 
. . iu the article of blanketa alone, which 
. would result m utilizing our own crop 
i of wool in homo manufacture instead 
of Bhipping it to foreign ports, to be 
manufactured and returned to us at an 
' enormous additional cost.

if the foregoing facts ho true as re- 
gards blankets they will be found 
equally true as regards other fabrics. 

As regards experts, coat of machin- 
ery and operative working of woollen 
mills, information has been obtained 
from more than ono; source of a per J 
fectly reliable nature. > I cannot now, 
however, onlargo on this branch of the 
subject, as I fear that I- have already 
occupied too much of your space.

The Lord Bishop of Columbia, (insisted 
by Kcv. Percival Jcnns, rector of St. 
John's, on Sunday morning performed 
Divine sorvico at the camp of tho Victoria, 
garrison artillery, Beacon Hill. Tho 
reading-desk stood at tho foot of a gentle 
slope. In front wero seatod a tumorous 
congregation of ladies and gentlemen, and 
on either side wore drawn up in full uni- 
form the Garrison' Artillery and Compa- 
nies 1 and 2 of the Kifles. In the rear tho 
white tentH of tho Artillery glistened in 
the bright morning sun, and the scene, 
formed a picture of loveliness for which, 
search the wide world over, a parollel will 
scarcely be found. So entrancing was the 
spectacle that unenterprising photograph- 
er, unable to resist the temptation, stole 
silently from a sylvan grovo in tho back- 
ground and with hits apparatus captured 
tho scene without those who were engaged 
in devotional exercises being awaro of tho 
fact. The lessona were read by Rev, Mr. 
Jenns, and tho choral , service was per- 
formed by tho Garrison choir, assisted by 
a number of ladies, the organ being play- 
ed by Private Herbert Kent. His Cord- 
ship took for his toxt 2nd epistle of St. 
Peter, v. 6,--" Add to yourfaith virtue," 
and delivered a sermon that abounded in 
fervor and practical Christian admonition. 
His hearers were admonished to be tem- 
perate and moral, and 'zealous in the dis- 
charge of thoir duties. The sermon was 
listened to with marked attention. During 
its progress his Lordship's remarks wero 
emphasized in a rather startling manner. 
Private Bailoy of the Rifles, while stand- 
ing with his company, was prostrated by 
the heat and fell prone upon the ground, 
whence he was raised by his comrades and 
borne to a tent whore ho received tho im- 
mediate attention of Brigado Surgeon 
Matthows. Shortly afterwards Private 
Good of the Artillery was prostrated from 
tho same cause and >vas borne off the 
ground, Moitlier, wo afterwards learned, 
was seriously ill. • At 12A- o'clock the ser- 
vices wore brought to a 'close and many 
of. the congregation partook of lunch at. 
the camp, 

From London. 

The Hudson Bay Co.'s bark Brierly 
Hill, 180 days from London with a cargo 
of general merchandise, arrived in Royal 
Roads on Sunday afternoon. The sonio- 
what unusual length of tho voyage is ac- 
counted for by the prevalence of very 
heavy weather off Capo Horn and fre- 
quent calms. Amongst hor freight is 100 
tons of gunpowder and supplies for the 
navy yard which she discharged yester- 
day at Esquimalt. Sho also lias on board 
some 40 tons for Nanaimo merchants. 
S)io will probably con)o round to this har- 
bor to-day and commence discharging 
Victoria freight to-morrow. A Mr. Ed- 
monds made tho voyago as a passonger. 

The Puoet Sound Mail Skkvick,— . 
Tho Soattlo Post says: "Capt. L. M. Starr 
is about to give his stoamers a thorough 
overhauling. Tho Alida will bo tho noxt 
hauled out, tho Otter being a reserve 
boat, and the Goo. E. Starr placed on tho 
route from Tacoma to Port Townsond. 
His contract to cany the mail throe times 
a week from Port Townsend to Victoria 
commences September noxt for which ho 
receives from tho Dominion Government 
820,000 annually. Tho Isabel will run on 
that route."

Moxdai-, Aug. 9. 

Li re -Rudolph Salmon — Tho prisoner 
was convicted before tf'o City Police 
Magistrate on the 16th June last of sup- 
plying eight bottles of gin to a Nitinat 
Indian and sentenced to six months' im- 
prisonment with hard labor and to pay a 
fino of 3100 or in default to suffer three 
months' imprisonment to bo concurrent 
with the other term of imprisonment. 

On tho 29th of July Mr. Justice Gray, 
on the application of prisoner's counsel, 
Mr. Theodore Davie, granted a rule call- 
ing upon the gaoler to show cause why 
tho prisoner should not bo brought before 
the court upon a writ of habeas corpus and 
why, in the event of tho rule being mado 
absolute, the prisoner should not be dis- 
charged out of custody without tho writ 
actually issuing or the personal attendance 
in court of tho prisoner. Notice of this 
rulo was, by direction of tho judge, serv- 
ed upon the convicting magistrate and tho 
superintendent of Indian affairs, but 
neither appeared on tho argument. 

Tho grounds upon which tho couvic- 
tion was impeached were: (1) That tho 
conviction proceeded under the Indian 
Act of 1870, which at tho time of tho 
offence had been repealed by tho Indian 
Act of 1880. (2) That the charge was for 
supplying bottles containing liquor not in 
the words of tho Act, and that it 
was consistent with tho conviction that 
the supply was a bailment morcly and not 
for tho purpose of consumption by In- 
dians. (3) That tho magistrate was not 
authorised to award tho imprisonment, in 
case of nonpayment of the line, to bo con- 
current with the imprisonment for tho 
offence. 

In Bupportof tho first ground Mr. Da via 
made an affidavit that the magistrate had 
statod to him that the conviction pro- 
ceeded under the Act of 1870, he at tho 
time being unawaro of the existence of tho 
repealing Act of 1880. 

The Indian Act, 1880, repealing all 
previous provisions relating to Indians 
was assented to on tho 7th May, 1880. 
Section 90 of the now Act is tho same us 
section 79 of the old ono authorizing the 
same punishment of persons supplying in- 
toxicating liquor to Indians, with the ex- 
ception that tho magistrate may now in- 
flict a Cno or imprisonment, or both, in 
his discretion, whereas, formerly ho must 
both Cno and imprison. 

His Lordship gavo judgment on tho 
first objection, which he held sufficient, 
tho conviction having admittodly pro- 
ceeded under the repeal Act it made no 
difference that by chance tho sentence 
was warranted by the now one, as had the 
magistrate known of the existence of the 
direction given him by tho new Act ho 
might havo passed a different sentence. 

His Lordship mado the rule absolute 
for the dischargo of tho prisoner, remark- 
ing that no blamo could bo attached to tho 
police magistrato or to the authorities, as 
no one was aware of the existence of tho 
new Act, 

Rogina w. Raper — Air. Pollard, on be- 
half of tlto prisoner, applied that tho trial 
might take placo at Nanaimo instead of 
Victoria. Mr. Eli Harrison, jr., appeared 
for tho Crown and Mr. Theodore Davio 
for Mr. A. B. Gray, the prosoeutor. 

The application was refused. .

A gunner bolonging to the Victoria 
Garrison Artillory was charged by Capt. 
C. T. Dupont with having absented him- 
self from parado at Beacon Hill on tho 
morning of tho 7th inst. without obtain- 
ing leave and in violation of order's. 

Tho prosoeutor having testified to tho 
truth of his information his Honor ask^ J 
the defendant how ho pleaded to tho 
charge. 

Tho defendant — Guilty, sir. 

Capt. Dupont then askod his Honor to 
waive tho fino to which the defendant was 
liable as ho did not wish to press the pro- 
secution so much as to lot tho members 
of the corps-know that tho Act undor 
which tho present proceeding* had boon 
takon was actually in oxistonco and could 
bo onforocd. 

His Honor then referred to the Act and 
explained to tho defendant that ho had 
tho power to impose a fine for disobedi- 
ence of orders; but that as Capt. Dupont 
had applied to him to bo lenient ho would 
dismiss tho summons on the defondant 
giving his word that he would be obedi- 
ent in future 

Tho defendant promised to obey orders 
in futuro and tho case was dismissed. 

A second summons against another 
member of the same corps was withdrawn. 

Clias. Woir, charged with being drunk 
and disorderly and with breaking a pane 
of glass in the St. Charles music hall, ad- 
mitted the offonco and his Honor impos- 
ed a fine of five shillings for being d. nnd 
d, and §5 and costs for breaking the win- 
dow. 

His Honor cautioned the proprietor of 
the hallastotho mannerin which he would 
conc'tuot tho business in futuro, tolling 
him that information, had reached the 
Court which might provo projudicial to 
him (defendant) when ho applied for a re- 
newal of his license. 

The proprietor said that ho did not see 
how any complaints could have been made 
as sinco ho had conducted tho business no- 
thing of an objectionablo nature had oc- 
curred with the exception of the present 
case. 

His Honor said that an explanation 
was not necessary now and that ho had 
simply offered tho information for tho 
guidance of tho propriotor in futuro. Ho 
could pay what attention ho liked to it. 

Tho caBe of the Neah Bay Indian, 
charged with murder, was postponed for 
one day.

London, Aug. 5. — A dispatch -from 
Sibi states that troops are suffering 
greatly from heat in Afghanistan. 

A dispatch from Gabul says: Stores 
for thirty days havo been provided for 
Gen. Roberts. All of tho troops aro 
concentrated in Cabul. Tho Candahar 
forces will be ready to march on Sun- 
day. The rost of the British forco in 
Cabul will march for India in a week. 
The heavy battery leaves to-day. 

London, Aug. 6.— Both from Eng- 
land and India reinforcements aro be- 
ing energetically dispatched and besides 
six battalions of infantry three 
batteries of artillory will soon bo pass- 
ing through the Suez canal. Without 
counting tho recont additions tho total 
number of troops ongaged in the Af- 
ghan war is 60,000 of which number 
40,000 are within tho frontier of Af- 
ghanistan. 

Sanghai, where Ayoob Khan ■ was 
reported on tho 1st inst., is midway 
between Kushka Nakhud and Hydera- 
bad — thirty miles apart. The recent 
battle between Gen. Burrows and 
Ayoob Khan's forces was fought a few- 
miles north of Kushki Nakhud. The 
Afghans thereforo, instead of advanc- 
ing, must fall back a short distance. 

London, Aug. 5. — The viceroy of 
India telegraphs tho following report 
from General St. John under dato of 
Candahar, July 29th: 

Gen. Burrows marched from Kushti 
Nakute on the morning of tho 27th 
having heard that Ayoob Khan's ad 
yanced guard had occupied tho main 
road three miles from the latter place. 
The enemy's cavalry appeared advanc- 
ing from the direction of Hyderabad. 
The artillery and cavalry engaged them 
about 9 o'clock in the morning. Short- 
ly afterward tho whole force of tho 
enemy appeared and formed in lino of 
battle with seven regiments of regulars 
in tho center, three others in reserve, 
two thousand cavalry on the right, four 
hundred cavalry and two thousand regu- 
lar infantry on the left and other cav- 
alry and infantry in reserve and five 
or six batteries of guns, including one 
of breech loaders, tho total forco being 
12,000. The ground was slightly un- 
dulating. The enemy woro posted in 
tho best position and until 1 p. m. the 
action was' confined to artillery fire, 
which was so well sustained and di- 
rected by the enemy that our super- 
ior armament failed to compensate for 
the inferior number of guns. After 
the rifle fire began our breech loaders 
told, but tho vigorous advaneo of the 
cavalry against our loft and of tho 
Ghizis along tho front, caused tho nat- 
ive infantry to fall back in confusion 
on tho 66th regiment, abandoning two 
guns. 

Our formation being lost tho infan- 
try retreated slowly in spite of tho gal- 
lant efforts of Gen. Burrows to rally 
them, and wero cut off from tlie cavalry 
and artillery. This was at 5 o'clock in 
the afternoon and the campfollowors 
and baggage ' wero streaming towards 
Candahar. After a severo fight in 
closo quarters Gen. Burrows succeed- 
ed in extricating his infantry and 
brought them into lino in retreat. No 
efforts could turn the fugitives from 
tho main road which is without water 
at tli is season of the year, and thus tho 
majority of tho casualities occurred 
from men falling from thirst and ex- 
haustion, The enemy's pursuit con- 
tinued to within ten miles of Canda- 
har, but was not vigorous. Tho cav- 
alry and artillery, with a few infantry, 
reached the banks of tho river Argan- 
dale, forty miles from the scene of the 
action, at 7 o'clock the next, morning 
many not having tasted water since 
the previous morning. Nearly all of 
our ammunition was lost, as also were 
1100 rifles and two nine pounder guns. 
Our loss is estimated as follows: Killed 
and missing of the G6th regiment, 400; 
grenadiers, 350 j Jacobs' rifles, 350; 
artillery, 40; sappers, 24; cavalry, 60. 
Tho Durans have been expelled from 
Candahar. Provisions and ammuni- 
tion aro plentiful. 

. London, Aug. 6. — In tho House of 
Commons this afternoon the Marquis 
of Hartingi on, secretary of state for 
India, replying to any inquiry, said 
that tho government had no informa- 
tion of any special excitement among 
the Mohammedans. Doubtless, ho 
said, they watch with groat anxiety 
tho course of events in tho eafit. He 
had received a telegram from Cabul 
dated' tho 4th inst. which says tho 
Candahar forces will march on Satur- 
day and the remainder of tho army 
will leavo Cabul for Gundamuk on 
Tuesday or Wednesday.

1. Bo .it onactod by tho Mayor and 
Council of tho Corporation of Ihc City of 
Victoria as follows : — I 

2. Thero shall bo raised, levied and col- 
lected in tho year 18S0 upou all roal and 
personal property montioned in the as- 
sessment roll in forco in the City an equal 
rato of eight-tenths of ono per cent, on 
the assessed value thereof as appears by 
the said roll. , 

3. The aforesaid taxes shall bo duo and 
payable by tho person or persons liablo 
for the same to. tho Collector for tho Mu- 
nisipal Council at his office in tho City 
Council Chambers, Victoria, on tho fif- 
teenth dnyof July, in tho year 1880. 

4. The Victoria Rovoriuo Bylaw, 1870, 
so far as the sarao relates to tho imposi- 
tion of a tax or rato of eight-tenth's of ono 
per cent, in tho year 1880 upon tho as- 
sossed value of tho roal and personal pro- 
perty mentioned in . tho assessment roll 
for tho time being in forco is hereby re-
